This last 
was the author of five orations on the Lord’s 
rayer, besides various Commentaries on Scrip- 
ture, and discourses on the mysteries and moral | 
treatises. But the work by which he is most 
known is his oration on the life of St. Gregory, 
surnamed Thaumaturgus, orthe wonder-work- 
er. That renowned prelate (he was Bishop of 
Neoersarea) flourishe | about one hundred and 
twenty years before his namesake of Nyssa; 
Sothat the stupenmlous miracies which are so 
liligently recorded of him by his credulous 
panegyrist can have no claim on our serious 
Consideration.

Having completed this preparatory discipline, 
he entered upon the offices of the ministry ; and 
after edifying his native city for eighteen years 
by the most animating instructions, he was at 
once exalted, without solicitation, and even

the description of the Pelagian controversy. 
Sr. Jerome was born at the city of Strigna or 
Stridona, on the confines of Pannonia and Dal- 
matia, about the year 345. His family was 
honorable, his fortune abundant, and his youth- 
ful studies, under the celebrated Donatus, had 
improved and fortified his literary taste. But 
the deep religious feeling, which took early pos- 
session of his soul, led him to consecrate his la- 
bors and his learning to that which he deemed 
the service of Christ. An excessive admiration 


of monastic excellence, and ardor for the habits | 


which conferred it, constituted the ruling prin- 
ciple of his life ; and whether it was, that the 
solitudes of Europe were not yet sufficiently 
sanctified to satisfy his passion for holy seclu- 


sion, or that the celebrity attending on ascetic | 


privations was still chiefly confined to the East- 
ern world, he bade adieu to his native hills, to

herself from his reproaches. ‘To the keenness 
of his censures he added the weight of ecclesi- 
astical jurisdiction, and both were zealously em- 
ployed against episcopal licentiousness, no less 
than against the vices and scandals imputed to 
the priesthood, and especially to the monastic 
orders. But in the tedious and delicate office of 
ecclesiastical reform, that zeal which is not tem- 
pered with moderation, and qualified by due 
regard for existing circumstances, will com- 
monly ruin the advocate, without benefitting 
The disposition of Chrysostom was 
naturally choleric and impatient, and his noblest 
intentions were frustrated by his passionate im- 
prudence. Two powerful parties united for his 
overthrow ; and though their first triumph was 
instantly reversed by an insurrection of the 
populace, whom his ardent eloquence, the bene- 
ficence of his charitable habits and institutions, 
the austerity of his morals, and the very bitter- 
ness of his rebukes, had bound and devoted to 
him, yet a subsequent condemnation was more 
effectual ; and after a tumyltuous rule of six | 
years, Chrysostom was dism¥¥ed into exile toa | 
desolate town named Cucusus, amoung the 
ridges of Mount Taurus. In that remote resi- | 
dence he passed three years, the last, perhaps | 
the most glorious, of his life—for his virtues 
were more eagerly acknowledged in hisabsence, 
and his genius was endeared, and his errors 
were obliterated, by his misfortunes. About 
thirteen years afterwards his relics were remo-

In a retreat so well qualified to nourish religious 
emotion even in the most turpid heart, the zeal 


of Jerome did not slumber, but rather seemed | 


to catch fresh fire from the objects and the recol- 
lections which surrounded him. From that 
wild and awful abode he poured forth the tor- 
rent of his lawless eloquence, and thundered 
with indiscriminate wrath against the enemies 
and the reformers of his religion. And if in 
that peaceful, and perhaps sinless solitude, it 
was excusable that he should exaggerate the 
merits of mortification, and fasting, and celiba- 
cy, and pilgrimage, and disparage the substan- 
tial virtues, which he could rarely witness, and 
which he could never practise; on the other 
hand it was some aggravation of his intemper- 
ance, that in the birth-place of Christ, at the 
very fountain of humility and peace, he vented, 


even against his Christian adversaries, a malig- |

Movnr Rist, Howard Co. Missouri, 
August 16th, 1833. 


Dear Sir,

‘Their appearance indicated that they were 
strangers in this part of the world, though they spoke 
the Burman language fluently. On inquiry, I found 
they were from a county lying tetween Siam and ¢ hina. 
Twelve or fourteen months since, a single tract was 
carried to their city by a man who had been in Rangoon. 
This tract contained truth which commended itself to 
their consciences. These ten men are now on their 
way back, each one having three tracts. Should these 
thirty tracts preach with the same success as the first, 
a larger number will inquire after the word of life 
another year.
